There is no point 
to pulling off a raid if you aren't 
sure it will be profitable 

We can make raids at any time of 
the day or night. Night raids usually 
depend upon stealth and surprise; day 
raids usually employ strong support 
fires, covered routes and sometimes 
smoke screens 

“A raid has gotta have a simplk 
flexible plan that all hands under 
stand or else you're sure to get fouled 
up. The plan should be based upon a 
thorough reconnaissance and study of 
the objective area, the attack and with 
drawal routes. Leaders have gotta tak« 
time to observe the area and then, if 
possible, rehearse the raid plan. Mak« 
the rehearsal as realistic as possible 
Then'’s when you can work out some 
of the bugs 

“Usually the toughest, most ‘hairy 
part of a raid is the withdrawal. By 
the time you are ready to pull out the 
enemy is beginning to recover from any 
surprise you may have achieved. He 
brings down his defensive fires. His 
supporting positions ere alerted and 
he may even begin to counterattack 
So don’t waste time or linger on an 
enemy position after a raid. Get mov 
ing. If you've got casualties, it’s going 
to take you time to lug them home 
Your raid may be a big success but 
your withdrawal can be very costly if 
you don't move fast So when you 
pull a raid, get in and get out in a 
hurry, before the enemy knows what's 
hit him.

From the standpoint of both stock

A fleet of Convair R3Y-1 “Tradewind” 
transport seaplanes, fastest flying boats in 
the 40-year history of water-based avia- 
tion, will be ready for trans-Pacific Navy 
service in 1954.

For shorter hops the payload can 
be nearly doubled. Takeoff time, with 


full load, is approximately 30 seconds. 








The Beech-designed USAF T-34A pri- 
mary trainer has been ordered into sus- 
tained and quantity production in the 
United States and Canada for the Air 
Force.
